Trie sudden dea'.li of Mr. Dariu.s R. 
Emerson on Monday, was a great sliock to 
liis many friends in Newton, us it came 
without warning. He had not been ill, 
and he passed away very .suddenly at ids 
home on Jewett street. Tlie loss - t his 
V. .fe about three weeks ago, liud alTected 
his health to some degree, but he had been 
able to attend to bu.slness, und to be about 
as usual. .Monday, he hud retired to tlie 
library fur a short rest. A domestic, who 
entered the room a .sliorl time afterward, 
found it impossible to rou e him. His son 
ami daughter, who were i!i Roston, were 
immediately summoned, and also the medi- 
cal examiner for Hie disliict, J)r, .Mean of 
Watertown, who I.s his sun in-luw. '1 he 
caii.se of death is said to be heart failure. 

For the past lifty years .Mr. ETmersoti had 
been one of the leading citizens of Newton, 
and he had taken an active interest in all 
city improvements, and utlaiis generally, 
iiolubl) in the Newton hospital, to wliicli 
he wa.s a generous contributor. He had 
been active in developing tlii.s section of 
the city, building lu.uiy liou&es, winch 
were aiwu)s of attractive design und add.

To the Kilitor ol Iho (Iii.M’iiic 

With all the aluiidnnt nnd widely 
varied activities of .Newton fioclai, philan- 
thropic, political, educntional pliy.sical. In- 
tellectual, spiritual, 1 often wonder If a 
Nature .Study Courso by wlmtever name 
calhd, could not be establlslied and well 
supported lu a Newton paper, one or more. 
Of cour-e, we are all of us iinlnre Inver.s 
in one way or aiiotber, and in a greater or 
less degress ; and there are besides, many 
of all ages from .seventeen to seventy, who, 
singly or as.sociated, are In some way 
more or loss actively interested in Natural 
History studies or recreations. 

Let me give an example or two of what 
might be done.. Fornml study of plants, 
with the eollection, pressing mounting and 
systematic arrangement in ns lierlmrinm is 
too time consuming and laborious to he 
altr'ictlvo lo imiiiy. Especially Is this so, 
when wo consider that liicreasiiig density 
of population sleaiMly Increase.s the dis- 
taiices which one must travel to liud place.s 
wild enough lo atTord a sea.son’s supply of 
pretty wild tlower.s. Rut happily the 
mitural desire to know something of at 
lea.st the more attractive native plants can 
he gralKleil williout all this labor. .Nuin- 
eimis popular books Jiave been prepared 
In recent years to enable anyone to ilistin- 
giiUh coainion wild llowers and trees, and 
when the dales and places of discovery 
aro entered on the margin, Hie hook soon 
becomes a pleasing ineiiicnto of the suc- 
cessive summer seasons nr outings 

Rut there remains another melliod that 
combines heallli and pleasure to a high de- 
gree. Tills is to inaiiitain a bed of wild 
How ers in some corner of one’s house-lot. 
Let me see, I now have growing on my 
place hoimticas, live kinds of violets 
blooilroot, ,Iaok-ln-lho pulpit, two kinds of 
Solmnon’.s seal, ladles’ sll|)per.*i, coliim- 
hiiio and three or four kinds of ferns, of 
these, ladles’ slipper.s, several violets, and 
columbine besides the very delicately beau- 
tiful corydalls are abundant at Welle.sley 
Farms (Rice’s Crossing) north nnd south 
of the railmad ea.st of tlie .station, or 
around “Indian Spring” a few rods over 
tow’iirds Wellesley Hills village. 

Liuigrellows pond, Rrospect II 111, Wal- 
tham, pastures around Eliot .Memorial and 
the beautiful Waverley Oaks region, now 
pleasantly acce.ssiblo by electrics fn in .Mt. 
Auburn, are oHier good loualilics for wild 
llowers.

has ever had. A crowd of young boys 
■could not chat ge their minds- with more 
celerity aud dispatch on important ques- 
tions, and the explanations that are given 
for these somersaults leave much to be de- 
sired. Every one likes to think well of the 
Ijglslators, of cour.-ie, but the meinhers 
of tlie present house and senate make tliis 
unusually diflicult. Tliey seem to be 
very virtuous at first, nud oppose what the 
lobby want.*!, then thinking apparently 
that they have established their reputation 
Tor oftlcial virtue, they turn about and 
yield abject obedience lo the deniunds of 
the lobby. If they had voted for the 
measures that the lobby desited in tlie 
first place they might plead that they really 
believed in them, hut when tliey change 
their minds so often it looks as if they 
had only been lidding out a higher price. 
iSo many measures are up this year iu 
which corpoiatioiis are interested that an 
unu.«ually large lobby is said to he liaiiging 
about the State House, and from appear- 
ances. merely, outsiders would say tliat tiie 
members u.sually succeed in gelling llieir 
price before the measures are disposed of. 
Their sensational change of mind about 
the Westminster chumhers bill last week 
was more tlian (qiialltd by tlio clianges on 
the teleplione bill, by uhicli Hie ti-lephone 
■company lias succeeded in .'•laving of! state 
.snpervi.'-ion for anoHier year, li is no 
svonder that the members are lepottcd lo 
le gelling very sensitive to the general dis- 
approval of their coiir.se and some of tliein 
have become so excitrd tliat it is said tliey 
are proposing to bar all newsiiapcr men 
out for the lenminder of the session. That 
would ceituiiily be a very cllective w ay of 
proving that llieir actions could stand the 
fullest publicity, 'i'lie only restraining in- 
:]uetice on soinolegislators is tliefcurof 
publicity, but of couiae this is not the 
c.ise in .Massachusetts, but it w ill take a 
good deal of elotjiience to defend ll'.i.s leg- 
.'.■^lature.

An alarm was rung , in nt 2. .'50 yesterday 
afternoon, from box for a lire in the 
contagious wards of tlie Newton iiospital, 
aud at 2.:5-J, box 1) was pulled for a lire on 
Dedluim street. Oak Hill, more than six 
miles distair.. 

The hospital tire was attended by great 
excltenieiit. When the atleiilion of the 
hospital matron. Miss McDowell, was 
drawn to the blaze in tlie poitionofthe 
contagious buildings wliere scarlet fever 
patients are treated, slie realized that tlie 
llames liud cut oil' all cuininiiiiicution be- 
tween tlii.s latter building and tiie aduiiiiir- 
tratioii building. They are connected bj a 
covered coiridor. and this was binning 
briskly. 

The Ihirteeu scarlet fever patients were 
iu great alarm and made it especially uilll 
cult for the mulioii aud her nurses. Tliese 
women, liowever, dl.-^plajed great pre.sence 
of mind. 

Tlie (ire in the corridor cut off all possi- 
ble e.scuiie, and tlie liraie muses Jilted, one 
by one. the fever-stricken patients tluongh 
Hie window to tlie ground below. It was 
a trying tusk but skillully handled by cool 
lieads. 

During the removal of tlie paHents .Miss 
McDowell pulled tlie iio.spiiu''s private 
box .'iH, and tlie response of tlie me de- 
partment was umi.-<iially speedy. 

'I’he wooden building, situated some ilis- 
tance from tlie Iiospital plant, Imilt migl 
nally for a .small pox wanl, and at Hines 
used for cases of mea.'»le.'». wu.^ tlirown ooeii 
for tlie oceupaiicy of tlie iliirtecn scarlet 
fever jialieiits. 

The scarlet fever ward is a one .-lory 
frame building attached to the adinini.iir;i- 
tion liuildi 'g on Hie west.

CAR FARES IN GERMANY. 

The Mctlinil of I'olloct Ion nn«l In- 
spect ion I’rovciilJi l-'reo Itiilon. 

Tho chances of evading fares ou tlio 
street cars of (.Jcrnian cities arc very 
slight. Wlicn a passenger steps on a 
ear, Hio comluetor Ininicdiately asks 
where lie is going niul tlieii prepares 
his ticket, wliieli serves also ns a re- 
ceipt for Hie fare. Tlie preparation of 
a ticket consists* only in tletaeliliig it 
from a IrlocU and iniuehlug it or mark- 
ing it with a pencil. 

Tills process Involves much more 
work than Hie simple process of ring- 
ing up the fares, as couduetors do in 
America, but Hie task is llglitencd h.v 
the fact that only a certain nnmbor of 
persons are permitted to ride on a car 
nt the same time. The niimlior of sit- 
ting and standing places is plainly 
marked on each ear. If a car is de- 
signed to carry 30 persons, no more 
than 30 persons will be permitted on 
that car at Hio same time. Wlien any- 
thing in Germany is forbidden, it Is 
settled once for nil. 

In order tliat every person wlio rides 
shall get Hie prescribed ticket inspect- 
ors are employed wlio spend their time 
in ascertaining wliellier Hie conductors 
are doing their duty. These inspectors 
step into Hie cars and ask Hie passen- 
gers for tlielr tickets. Tliey note Hie 
number of tho tickets and wlietlier tliey 
correspond with Hie stubs retained liy 
the comluetor. Tlie clerk who gives 
out Hie blocks of tlckeis to tlio con- 
ductors notes Hio number of tlio upper- 
most ticket and nt tho return of eaeli 
block collects from Hie conductor who 
returned it ns many faros as tliere are 
tickets detached. 

'i’lie rate of fares varies from 
cents to T), according to tlie distnneo. 
Small children are carried for one-lnilf 
fare, and any one for Hie sum of $2.50 
may secure a ticket wlileli entitles liini 
to ride as much as lie wislios for one 
montli. Wlicn a oar is full, tlio con- 
ductor displays a placard liearlng Hie 
word “Ueenpied."— Cliieago Rccoid.

Members of the Legislature might as 
well make up tlieir minds that all the tele- 
phone companies will never be ready for 
state supervision and regulation. If one 
company does not employ all Its Inihience 
and its pull with local governinenls and 
members of the Legislature to stave olT the 
same su|)ervlsion which Massachusetts 
exercises over the railroads, another com- 
pany will he ready to block the way. 
There will be no end to it. This puts olf 
the day of regulation and leaves the public 
at the mercy of high cliarges and wasteful 
competition, hotli of which m.ike against 
the people’s Interest. The way in wliloli 
city governments and town autlmrilies per- 
mit themselves to be nulled and hauled at 
the Initiative (»f people having special in- 
terests lo promote in this business is one of 
the instructive incidents of the time. 
Massnciiusetts long ago projected the poli- 
cy of state supervision of lier semi-public 
corporations, and this policy ought to be 
applied and adliered to in the case of the 
tulephune business.

,Sf('( l wool l.s a mncliiiie inoduced mn- 
terhil that Ik used as ii snhsiliiite for 
Knndpaper. It is euinimsed of Kharp 
edged threads of steel. wTih-h etirl tip 
togettier like w«Md. or sfuiiewh.'it as the 
wood llhet.s of the familiar material 
known as i*xeelslor eiirl tii» together, 
though the steel wool Is very mtieh 
liner, the finest of it lieing not nimdi 
coarser tlian tlie efiarsest ctf nattiral 
wools. ’I'ln* steel woid is put Up in 
paekages eoiitaining om> pound eaeh. 
Thi'.se are sonietliltig like rolls of I’ot- 
ton liattitig, hut smalli'r. a pound of 
steel wool, loosely packed, making, 
rolh'd In paju'r and open at tlie (‘inls, 
n (laekage perliaps 1.5 Indies long iind 
two or three lndn*s in diameter. 

Maih? in various degrei's of eoarse- 
m.'ss, st«*el wool is put to a variety of 
uses, the finer wools for ptdishing wood 
and imdnl. iiiid the eoarser for rnh- 
hlng down paint Jind varnish. It Is 
itfl(‘n used on siiedal parts of work, 
while, for e.xample, on tlie fiat snrfacM's 
of a door a man would tise snndpaper 
witli a Idock hack of It; for tlie mold- 
ings lie would use steid wool, wlilch tits 
into the crevlees and eonforuis itself 
to irregular shapes. Sneli work can 
he <loue with steel wool far mon* readi- 
ly and (julc^.ly tlian witli sandpaper, 
and it Is used with like ndvanlnge on 
irregular nml small surfaces and on 
cnrvi'd work. 

Besides the steel wool there Is a 
coarser nmierini of tlie same kind call- 
ed steed shavings, whieh is put to vari- 
ous uses, ns in taking off old iiaint or 
varnish and in polishing woml before 
painting, and it is used ou howling al- 
leys and on fioors Tor smoothing tind 
cleaning them. 

Sandpaper clogs In use. steed wool 
brealv.s down. The wool Is commonly 
used with gloves to keep the ends from 
sticking into the lingers.— New York 
Sun.

For Ycai’M Wine Ij» Urnwii l-'roin It 
to tflelirate Omit FveiitN. 

.Ml really exeellcui champagui? is the 
result of judleioiKs blending. 'Fliiio 
wa.s when eaeh big vineyard owner 
had his own eellar and his own hrainl. 
But it 1ms been found ndviiiitagcoiis to 
sell the raw wine to dealers, who make 
one distriet supply what another laeUs. 

But there tire still a few previncial 
osttiblishments that eding to the old 
ways— crowning with a wreath of tlow- 
ers the first tubful of ripe grapes and 
keeping "the bride of the ei-dlar” full 
from year to year. 

The bride, be It understood, is a spe- 
cial wine cask tilled with the tirst run- 
ning of the press. More accurately it 
holds the juice whieh drips away be- 
fore any pressure Is applied. Wine 
from It Is never sold, but used upon 
high days and holidays, imsseil about 
as a gift or devoted to the comfort of 
the sick ami the poor. 

Something akin to the bride exists In 
the German free cities. Each of them 
has .a wine cellar, and In eaeh cellar 
there Is a cask always yielding tvlue, 
but never empty. 

.\ny burgher l.s entitled to demand a 
bottle of Its contents when he marries, 
when Ills fa-st son is christened and 
also when the son is 21. If the son Is 
advenlurous or the burgher himself, 
for that iimtiiM*. he gets another bottle 
from the ca.sk when he comes home 
from far countries. 

But there Is an ofllclal specially 
chargi'd to see that whenever a bottle- 
fill l.s drawn out another boitleful of 
as near as possible the same quality at 
once goes in. .\tiil tints it bappeiis that 
the city cask Is never empty.— Bostof 
Globe.

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IIOMDAY PIlOYOKES DISl'USSION. 

Time was palled promptly at 7 •ir> last 
■Monday eveniiiK, I'y President Hally. 
There were fimr nioiiibers absent. After 
liearlng.s had been called and Iniincdiat^ly 
closed on the laying out of Harn.stablc 
road, Ward .1, laying out of Marlboro street 
•ettonsion, \Vaid 7, and fur taking land for 
5ev\er in llraeland ayenne, Ward I’l, Mr. 
Idoyd E. Chamberlain sleppe<l Into the 
ring to begin preliminaries. 

Mr. Chamberlain appeared as counsel for 
the Waltham .'Street llailway Company, 
which had petitioned for .i location in Wal 
thoui, /.Tafts and Ualmit streets. The 
next business on the docket was a petition 
for the Newton ^treet Hallway Company 
for jiTPcisely the .‘■ame location. Conse- 
iiueutly they were taken np together and 
witnesses were called first by one side and 
then the oilier, the attorneys conducting 
their respective cases after the manner of a 
court of law. 

It was the duty of Mr. Chamberlain to 
point out the necessity of a street railway 
line couiiecting the outskirts of Newton- 
ville with the city of Waltham. Of course 
the subject was entirely new and Mr. 
Chamberlain’s task must have been pleas- 
ant and easy, lie looked as though it 
was. 

Mr. Sinclair Williams, who had kindly 
Yolunteered to carry around a petition and 
solicit signatures in behalf of the Waltham 
Street Kailway Company, testified liow 
great a demand there existed for the line 
and also how he had found many ready 
and anxious to sign. Mr. Williams had not 
forgotten what he considered the shabby 
treatment of the Newton Street llailway 
Company, w hen that corporation last year 
(according to him) declined to bnlld the 
road ilespite a petition signed by lifty legal 
Yoters. 

Mr. Powers questioned ,>fr. Williams in 
order to ascertain if there were many sign- 
ers of the Waltham Street Railway Com- 
pany’s petition, w ho had later signed the 
Newton Street Railway Company’s peti- 
tion saying that when lliey had signed tlie 
dinner petition they believed they were 
signing a petition favorable to the latter 
road. In substance, did not Williams tlunk 
that when he had said “Waltham line’’ or 
“Waltham road’’ the would-be .signers had 
understood that he meant the Newton 
Street Railway Company. Mr. William.s 
was pusi ive that no one could have niit- 
understood him. 

Mr. Chamberlain questioned .Mr. Wil 
Hams, who said that lie understood that 
when the petition in f.ivor of tlie New ton 
Street Railway Company had l-eeii circu- 
lated some one liad reprp.seiiled that the 
Walthum Street Railway Company had re- 
ceived no francliise for l ight ot location in 
the city of Wallliaiii to the New ton line. 
Here was a point of the Waltham line. 

It was then up to .Mr. .lohii A. Potter ol 
West Newton. He did not hesitate in en- 
dorsing the Wallham Street Railway Coni- 
pany’d petit kii. Not even Mr. Powers 
cross examining could change him. He 
told Mr. Powers that he believed in com 
petition, and .Mr. i'owers in return a.sked 
him for hi.s ideas on .street rail w ay niau- 
agenient. When Mr. Power.s said “How 
long have you lived in Newton, Mr Pot 
ter?" every one laughed and the answer, if 
there was any forthcoiiiing, w’as lost. 

However, Mr. Potter added to the inter- 
est of the case by saiing that the lady who 
had called upon him with a petition in be- 
half of the New t(»ti Stieit Ruilwav Com- 
pany, had ."aid that all Hie new r« a l (mean- 
ing tlie Wulthaiii .Street Railway Companyi 
intended t j do was to sell its irai eh se, it 
they get t, to the Newton Street Railway 
Coinpnny, also tint the Walih.im street 
Railway Coinpany had received no lian- 
ciiise ill Waltham. 

Mr. \V. II. Towiieof California street was 
much In sympatt.y with Hie W’altliam 
Street R liiway Company. I.T"t year he 
favored the Newloii .Street Railway, but 


through W’atertown sqimre. lie also critl- 
elseil the rolling stock of the Newton .street 
Railway Company saying “There is a imb- 
lic coi vevanoe which enters Newton square 
halMioufly which 1 venture to .say eiuiiot 
be duplicated In a co)intry village. It is 
called the Remis car.” 

Mr. Coftin, presl'leiit of the Newton 
Street Railway Company, re.‘ented any 
criticism on the Newton Street Railway 
Company’s rolling .stock. He explained 
how Improvements bad been willingly 
iiiHile within a'lbouudsof economic reason. 

.Mr. Chamberlain, In closing for his road, 
.said that there was nothing new in the op- 
position. He thought the new road Iiad as 
imich right as the idd one. Each lime a 
new company had been formed tlie Newton 
Street Railway Company had fought it. 
Tlie New ton Street Railway Comnany for- 
got its own hnmlile beginning. Tlieii .Mr. 
Chamberlain read the history of the New- 
ton Street Railway to sliow lliat from tlie 
start tlie Newton Street Railway liad iintl 
cipnted Newton being covered by electric 
car lines, and showed Its desire to head off 
any otlier road from receiving any show’. 

Mr. Clianiberlain then said tlial the bar 
nidiiy was remarkable. There n.sed to be 
bitterness among tliese ilifferent Newton 
lines, but they ail got together nicely to 
keep out any new line. 

Referiing to tlie lifty voters petitioning 
for the Newtin Street Itallw ay to build a 
line on tlie .streets in question, .Mr. Cliam- 
berlain said tliat that was all that could bo 
done by citizens wlio desired accommoda- 
tions from street railways. ITider the law 
tliey could petition the boanl of aldermen 
tliat permission be given a road already In 
existence, but not one tliat was yet to bo 
formed, lii closing .Mr. Chamberlain told 
of the excellent good faith of the company 
he presented ami how they were willing to 
furnish bonds, etc., and issue free trans- 
fers. 

Mr. Powers .said to clear away doubt in 
any ones mind, that tlie Newton Street 
Railway Company had already permission 
to use the Newtonvllle iS: Watertown Street 
Railway (Company’s tracks on Walnut 
street, a right which it had yet seen tit to 
exerci.se, and a right the new Waltham line 
did not possess. At U.’A) the hearing was 
clos'-d.

Rev. Dr. Nathan E. Woc.d, former presi- 
dent Rev. Dr. Alvah Ilovey, members of 
the faculty, instructors and members of 
the board of trustees. 

The seivice was made of scripture read- 
ing, prayers and hymn. '1 he olheiating 
clergymen iiiclnded I’res. Wood, fonm*r 
president Ilovey and Rrof. Eiiglisli. Tliere 
was singing by a eholr of mixed voices. 

Tlie baccaliuireate sermon was delivered 
by Pres. W’oud. His text was taken from 
Hebrews ix. Hi; Fur where a testament is, 
there must al.so of necessity be the death 
of the testator." 

In Hie beginning of his dircouJse Pres. 
Wood delineii at some length tlie meaning 
of “testaiiieni” and “ooveniiiit,” and 
pointed out the marked reverence with 
which both were lield by the Hebrews. 

Taking the Iite of Christ as a living 
testament Pres. W’ood said; “It exhibits 
the marvelous wealth of God’s love. We 
might have examined the flowers, studied 
their petals and watched their growth, 
and we might have studied the forces and 
the powers of nature. Of course we 
would have been astounded. Yet how 
should we liave known of God’s love un- 
less by his son. 

“.Jesus revealed the wealth of the pro- 
vidential care of Gad. Even the fall of 
the sparrow is known, and every hair in 
thy head is numbered. Only us God puts 
it could we be under his personal care. 

“in guiding mail Goil illuminates the 
wealth of spiritual glorv. lie illuminates 
ideals and bids niaii seek tliem. He ilium- 
inales the spirit of God and bids man 
seek it. 

“Tliere is no man who does not struggle 
if be be a true man. Who is there aiiK iig 
men wlio has not said. “I shall fail unless 
there is a diffusion of divine strengtli'.*” 
Wlio has not said, 1 can overcome my life 
with the power of .lesns Christ” 

“Man knows he may reacli Hie ideals set 
so clearly before him by Jesus Christ. 
Clirist can forgive sin. He knows tlie 
innermost life of every man and tlie secrets 
of his heart. He helps him to noble liis 
life tliat man may be lifted up.” 

Continuing that poriion of his address 
descriptive of Hie spiritual fMrce of Christ’s 
life, Pres. Wood said: “Then came the 
dcHtli of the testator. 

“Wlien .Jesus, tlie testator, died, the 
testament became available. There was 
nocliing to add to Hie testament aiil 
nothing to append. Clirist’s death closed 
and opened tlie will. 

“Clirist gave waining of tlie coming 
after of those who would say they had 
that whicli slionid be added. Tiie con- 
tent.s of the will or Hie te.stanient are not 
to be altered, not to be cliunged in the 
sliglite.st detail. 

“As in Hebrew times religion is intense- 
ly real We ourselves are under a coven- 
ant with Jehovali. We liave Hie conleiils 
of tlie will for our own use. We are .sup- 
plied witli the provisions of ilie will of 
God . 

“it Is witli no little .solemnity Hiat wo 
send out from our iiistitiilions tlie.se young 
men and with no little soleinnity we re- 
ceive otliers fwr a .similar teaciiiiig. 

“ To lliose of yon who go forth to preacli 
Hie wonl of God I .say tliere is a le.s.soii. 
All revelatioii.s of God are yours. 'I’lie 
testament and tlie will are available l'» 
you. God has given you Hie conditions of 
the will f< r your u.se. 

“(lod lias given >ou tlie spirit wliieli you 
slnmld use. It is a great tlmig lo si.iinl 
amid the tiiniioil and eo.iifort Hiyseif vv llli 
Hie thouglil that Hioii pos^esaed with Hie 
le.stament of God and Hie cin ldi.His of 
ills will.”

“More tlinn 20 years ago,’’ said tlio 
Bonator In loiiilnlscont mood, “I was 
doing clorlenl wtiints at llainilton, Nov., 
iind having about as ciijoyiiblo an ox- 
Istoiieo ns 1 I'.nvo ever known, before 
or since.

In May, isp'.i.a circular was sent to all such i 
lot owner.s, eontainiuK an urgent appeal, 
fortlieirown pood as well as the pood of 
the whole, to make this provision for their 
lots, esDocially in view of the fact that 
familiis separate, move away or die, leav- 
ing no representative to care for the lots 
where their members are Interred. There 
were some responses to this circular. In 
Heeember, istip, the price of pernetual care 
on lots havinp been advanced fifty per 
cent., another circular was issued olVerinp 
lot jiwners of long standing the advantage 
of thff old, lower rate if they would come 
in before ,Iune l.st of this year. The result 
of the two circulars has been that the per- 
petual care provision has been put on 
eighty-two old lots, and we haveieeeived 
since April 'W, SfJ,4rd on that account, and 
the number of lots not having perpetual 
care lias been reduced from .‘.ol to -is. 
Others have come In or taken steps towards 
lioing so since .lime l.Nt.and we reconmend 
that the ow ners of old lots have the same 
advant.Tge extended to them during the 
• current year on condition that they pay in- 
tere.st from that date. 

Thirty-four lots were soM during the 
year for Sio.ooit .*/ 0 , a handsome increase 
over last year, and only a little less than 
IS'.'T ami 

The amount of perpetual care money re- 
ceived during the year w as 5 H, To'.) 50, of 
which S:Hi 51.50 was on new lots, and 
Sll.-TS on old. Wo have about oi.o lots 
graded and rea'iy for sale. 

We made a settlement covering all points 
of dispute with the city government early 
in the current year, receiving $ f.ir the 
damage done I y tapping the iiu.deigiound 
.-.apply of water for imr ponds, and ?<iui 
for right of way for the city sewer across 
our groumls from Walnut to lleucon street. 
As soon as possible utter that selllemeut 
we took the counsel of an engineer regard- 
ing a schLMUe to give us a w ater supply, 
both to keep the ponds full and to use on 
the grounds. A plan was presented in 
two parts as above indicated, the estimated 
cost of each being a little over t-.iHO. We 
decided to install as soon as practicable 
that jiart of the plant for the supply of the 
ponds, and w e hope to have it in operation 
this summer. Tiiis plan includes pumping 
capacity suHicicnt for both pnriiose.-^, and it 
will probabl}’ bo consideied feasible to 
provide an ample supply of wa'er tor u.'-e 
on the ground in tbe years to come. .Sncli 
a supply w ill .save us u large part of our 
present water tax. 

Ours is not a corporation f^r making 
money, and the tirst cure of the tin.steo.> 
has been to m.iko the Newton cemetery 
just as much ol an ornament and a credit 
to this enlightened communitv as they 
could with the means at I'.ieir e< mmand. 
With this end in view they liave improved 
the buildings, made libeial appropi iutions 
for grading and purchased adjoining lands 
when opportunity i iVered. Such purchases 
have been made on the north, east and 
west, Slime of them fur fuiu'e use; otliei s 
pt event the deterioration of tiie neighboi- 
hood. While we believe that these im- 
provements and purchases, Itivolving large 
expemlilure.', have been wise, they have 
lell us with a debt ol about foity ihousund 
dollur.s. Thi.s debt should be liu.d-d in 
coupon notes similar to those issued in 
If-.sti, and readily taken by cilizen.s of New- 
ton at tliat time. The notes .should be 
guarded bi provi.slons a.s iif;. sinking fund 
for their ledemption, as were the earlier 
one.8, whicli would make th.*m a safe and 
convenient lorni for investineiil.

Mr. .laim s T. Allen died Saturday after- 
noon, after a long illnos.s, and another is 
adilod to the many prominent citizens of 
.Newton who have pns.seil away within the 
last deea«le. They wore men who had 
long been identified with Newton, and who 
hii'l all helped to make the city w hat it i.s 
tmlay. Mr. Allen filled a largo place in 
the educational hi.story <»f Newton, from 
his connection with the famous Alien 
school, and still more from his force of 
eharaeler ami his nelivo iiitere.Ht in all pub- 
lic matters. Tbe presence of tbe school 
and old traditions have made West Newton 
a centre of interest to educators, and many 
men and women who were prominent in 
this way have made their home there. 
New theories and methods were firslatlopt- 
ed there, and proving their excellence, 
have .spread thronglumt the oonntry. In 
all these matters llio Me.ssr8. Allen were 
prominent movers, and their name.s are 
known In ednealinnal circles throughout 
the country. The news of the death of 
Mr. .lames T. Allen will bring sincere re- 
gret to the many hiimlreds of foriip'r impils 
of the Alien seliool and also to a wTdeeirele 
of friends throughout the country. Mr. 
Allen has been in failing health for several 
years, and last winter he spent in New 
York under the care of a skilful physician, 
but all that could be done proved of no 
permanent benelit. .Since bis return ho has 
been confined to bis home on Washington 
street. West Newton, and his tleulb was 
not unexpected. He Is a distinct loss to the 
city, and bis family will have the sympathy 
of a wide circle of personal fiTemls. 

.lames Theodore Allen was born at Med- 
fieid, August 20, His parents were 

Ellis and Lucy Allen, Ills immi- 

grant ancestor, James Allen, born in Eng- 
land, located in Dedliatn in 1(157, and in 
ICd'.) made a settlement on tlie C’liarles 
river near Medlield. Ho was Hie first of 
thirteen proprietors wTio liad grants of 
land in and about Medlield. Eight genera- 
tions of .Allens have been born on the old 
place In Medlield, wliieh is still in the 
possession of the family. Ebineas Allen, 
the grandfather of James T. Allen, was a 
revolutionary .soldier. Ho died in l.sDl 
His son Ellis Allen, was born in Medlielil 
in 1792, and spent Ids lifo there as a well to 
do funner. He had a family of eight chil- 
dren, of whom four sons and a daughter 
were living until recently, .lames T. ■ 
Allen gradu.ated from the' State Normal 
School in HiTdgewiiter in lk.50, but he hipl 
taught two winters before bo began his 
course of study there, one in Faisluii and 
the other in South Natick. He devoted 
himself to teaching as Ids life work, and 
from 1.S.51 to l.tJJ he had charge of a school 
in I’rovincetown. In April 18.55, he en- 
tered the Lens-seleat I’olyleehnic Inslituto 
at Tr<»y, N. Y , and graduated in 1855, l o 
was immediately appointed professor of 
English at the Inslilnte, and rector ot the 
train ng school eonneeied with it. Three 
years later he resigned in order to make a 
special .study of languages, and his health 
failing' ho travj'lled in Europe for two 
years. In IktiO he became connected with 
the English and Classical school at West 
Newlon, witli which he has since been 
ennnected. Jn 1872-1874, he again visited 
Europe for tuirposes of .sfinly and his 
special traiiiiug maile him u language 
teacher of uiui.»ual excellence. His s|iucial 
department in the school was that of the 
elassies ami the higher mathematics, ami 
in titling pupils for Harvard. He was a 
member o tlie .Vmerican lusUtule of In- 
.**triictlon ami of the Massacliusetts TeacU 
ers Association. 

He was marrie*! in I8(k) to Caroline .A , 
•laughter of Dr. J-L A. Kiltretige of Lynn. 
.Mas-*. T’hey liau lour ehildrei', Edward 
E., who is principal of the I’eiin, Institute 
l*ir the Blind at IMdliulelolda, Frederick

Clark and Annie K. T’he Allen scliool Ims 
been famous in the private schools of New 
Englami, ami it.s thousands of foiiiier 
pupil.s hold it in high regard.

Mr. .Allen was tieaiiirer of the Lfpnhli- 
can Ward uml (Tty Coimiiitt**e f'U- eight 
years, and alderman from his ward for two 
terms in 189<i and 97. He was a meiiiUer of 
tlie Lepubliean (Tub of Mas.suchusettr-, of 
the .Massacliiisetts .Schooliiiu>tei s i lab, *tf 
the Home Market (Tub, ami ilie New ion 
Hepnblican Club. He was also a member 
of the Webster Historical Society of Hol- 
ton.

GIVE US A CALL 
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BOSTON GAS TANGLE. 


Paeon was all stirred up, and be declared 
that Roosevell and his Rmigh Hidera had 
nothing whatever to do with the taking of 
San .luan hill, that Roosevelt’s de.scrlptlon 
of the trenches filled with dead and dying 
Spaniards was all fiction, and that there 
were neither trenches nor Spaniards on 
the .scene of Roosevelt’s alleged achieve- 
ments. Col. Bacon has now sent In his 
peremptory resignation, and, on being 
asked by a representative of the New York 
Herald with regard to lt,he said: "Resign! 
Of course I have resigned. I could not 
with any self-respect serve under a coin- 
tnander-ln-chlef who was a quitter and a 
Peacock In Cut)a, and a ot)w ard and moral 
assassin at home. M’hat I say, 1 say ad- 
vlseilly. and I serve notice on the Governor 
that I am ready at any time to prove the 
truth of my as.sertlons." Gov. Roosevelt 
is fond of talking to school boys about the 
manliness of fighting, and so on, and It 
would seem as If he now had a chance to 
put his theory Into practice. 

Mayok Wii.sox Is still looking after 
expenditures, and It Is said has prepared a 
veto of the order ai^propriatlng Si’*o00 for 
the furnishing of the new Bigelow school. 
The amount he is convinced is excessive, 
and gives occash n for extravagant expen- 
ditures. It Is said that one thing that led 
to the veto was the fact that the commit, 
lee of the school board has .set aside Sr^X) 
for the purchase of a piano for the school 
hall. This amount the Mayor regarded as 
excessive as pianos of excellent make can 
be bought for a much smaller sum, and 
other appropriations for furnishings were 
on the «ame generous scale. As two of the 
rooms are not to be usetl for the present 
the Mayor decldtd that they did not re- 
quire furnishing, and he also pruned down 
other items. Ills action may not be popular 
a.s economy Is only popular just before 
election, and after it Is over every commit- 
tee and department Is in favor of generous 
expenditures for their special needs. Still 
a close watching of the city’s expenditures 
i.s the only way to keep down the tax rale, 
and every one is In favor of that. 


Tiik Bos'.oa gas business is proving loo 
much for the legislature and the committee 
on manuLactures is all mixed up. Seven 
members favor an act prohibiting any com- 
pany from supplying gas to or in Boston 
which does not comply w ith the laws of 
Massachusetts. This is aimed at the New 
England gas and coke company. w hich w as 
formed to evade the law and .‘-lute regula- 
tion. and has a capital of w hich ( nly one- 
fourth represents anything but w ater. On 
this Ir.llated capital the company hopes to 
pay something like ten per cent, dividends, 
according to .Mr. Whitney’sown testiiiDny, 
and hence It was made an association and 
not a corporation. But there is the .Mas- 
sachusetts Pipe Line company, which is a 
corporation owned by the same men a.s the 
Coke company, and the same men own also 
a controlling interest in the Boston gas 
companies. 

It was a very shrewd scheme, very nicely 
planne 1 to levy tribute im the gas con- 
sumers of Bo.^ton, and the ring are ail- 
powerful in Bos’on and appear to control 
nearly all of the daily papers to w hich they 
are very generous contributors. The only 
way they can be reached is throngli the 
legislature, and the .scandal th at attended 
the passage of the pipe line bill will be re- 
called as one of the most serious in w hich 
our legislature has beuu involved. 

The proper way to reifth this ring, and 
which ij recommendc<l by the seven mem- 
bers of the committee who made the first 
report, is 1 1 force the coke company to in- 
coi porate (Jii a caidtalizaiion that r»‘pre- 
seuts the actual investment, and bring it 
under the regulative power of the state. 
The Whitney ring should bo given fair 
treatment and only what is just, and tlieir 
p >wer for plunder should be abridged. Tl.e 
m 'St elTictive way wuulU. be of course to 
put an end to all this gas speculation and 
r;jl)bery that has disgraced Boston for so 
many \ ears, and to pass a law empowering 
Boston to buy tile existing plants at what 
it would cost to replace Ihein and have a 
municipal plant. 'I'he .\ddlcks crowd, the 
.Standard Gil crowd and the Whitney crowd 
have idunUeied the city sulliciently long, 
and have lost all right to be con.sidered. 
There might be snuill stealings under a 
municipal plant and a good deal of partisan 
l»lundering, but the.se could never amount 
to the immei se sums which the gas rings 
Ituve taken out and lobbed tlie people of. 
.'^ucli an act ought also to appeal to the 
lios'on politicians of both parties as it 
would give them so many, more places to 
dl.-<poseuf. One thing is cet tain, w hich is 
that an lioiie.-,t inunagement of the gas 
business in Bo-ton liy private citizens is 
impossible. 'I’he price of gas in tliat city 
should not hoover 7o cents, and under tlie 
Miosl loosely conducted mnnicipal plant it 
would not exceed that’ siiiii and would 
probably fall a good deal short i f It. But 
the chance ol aio action in opposition to 
the wishes of the gas nianipulutors by this 
legislature i.s not v.-ry promising. 

.M.VYoit li *. i:r .seems to have a good deal 
id iiilluence over the .Senate, whicli lias 
Voted down the releremluin clause in ilo; 
Boston t;iv bill, and sii .Mayor Hart may 
succeed in his i lloris to raise the tux rate. 

1 he present udininislrat ion of Boalon af- 
lairs is not one to w hieli citizens can exact- 
ly point with 111 ido, as it is too iijuch de- 
voted to the spoils system, and like ano!ll^;r 
great idllolal, Mayor Hurl has too many 
w icked partners. 'I’he Mayor, himself, is 
pioOably u well di.s|ii).sed man, and if left 
to ‘limseif would follow lefoiin principles, 
but there are so many needy workers who 
want to be paid for their services in Itis be- 
half and want to huild up the party by 
dividing up tlie olllces, that spoils seem to 
be tiiu chief object of the Major and his 
friends. .Newton can look at Boston us an 
example to be shunned, us so far wu have 
been ul>le to keep puMisuu politics out of 
city uifairs in spite of some strenuous 
eitort.-: to tile contrary, and the result is 
that our city goveni.iieiit is conspicuous 
fur its honesty and business like attitude. 
The aldermen and tlie major do not have 
to expend their gieutfsl cltorts in dividing 
up the .'polls umoiig their lollowers, while 
more iuiportuut muitirs are neglected. •

TIIE LEGISLATURE. 


Si'Ct ial I.ogi*l.i;lvc (’orrosi.oniti'in'c.J 
Boston, ,1ur,e 13. 

Tho l.eglslatare isono week nearer pro 
rogiition tiutn it was one week ago. ’I’lil.s 
is an astronomical faet.lml tliero Is notliing 
to Indicate it to be true outside of tin* 
chronologie.tl argument addressed to one’s 
reasoning racullies. For It was a fact a 
week ago .Monday that tho "orders of the 
day” of tiie House was only two pages 
long w itii 40 nninhet's on the table, while 
on .Monday of tills week the orders of the 
d ly were eight imges long, witli :i,’l tnalters 
still lying on tlio table. Of course a nnin 
her of conmiiltees tiinst liave reported dur- 
ing the past week to pad out the oidorsof 
the day 111 this fashion, and evetj coniniil 
tee report that is iieled upon lessens tho 
business yet to be done, but the situation is 
rather discotitaglng for tlie parliatnent.ir - 
tins, notn it'islaiidlng. 

One or two steps which tiiark progrc.ss 
are tlte receipt of the railroad Uaso hills 
from llio cotnmlltee on railroads and the 
bills w liich have been reported front tlie 
comnilttee on niiimilaetnres. Tlie Albany 
lease bill is in the 8etinle calendar, ami the 
bill to provide for the lease of the Flleh- 
bnrg has gone to the comtiilttee on ways 
and tneans of the House. I'he indications 
still are that the hardest sledding Is to he 
experienced by the Albany bill. for in some 
sense it is fell that tho Fitchburg is the 
ward of the Stale which is being trans- 
ferred as a matter of pure business policy 
to the .strong arms of the no.ston A* Maine; 
while tho .\lbany road seeins to be In the 
eoi'dili-n 11 \,..ja decade ago, when it de- 
an eu a large increase of capital. 'The op- 
ponents of the hill at that time looked up- 
on 1; ns a bloated tiiotiopoiy, and they still 
seem to assume the satiie attitude toward 
it. Then, again, the Deinocruilc 
party in its last plaiforni declaretl 
against the lease of Hie Albany 
and Secretary McNary of that organization' 
seems determined toliglit ugaiust it to the 
last ditch as a party matter, and McNary 
comes pretty near being the leader of the 
House, it may be said. 

But with tho exception of a mild atnend- 
nieiit or two otleied to the Fitchburg lease 
there did not seem to be any real opposl- 
titiii to it on the part of the railroad com- 
mittee, and the opposition is not very 
strong in the House and the Senate. The 
defeat of the Albany bill would naturally 
lead to the defmt of tlie Fitchburg, and as 
this point ii seen by all sides, the disposi- 
tion seems to be to light out the Albany 
matter first, but where one bill is in one 
house and the second in the other branch 
ii is plainly to be seen that they are liable 
to get mixed up. Tho safest proplieey 
therefore is that either both liills will be 
enacted, or tliat neither bill w ill be, ami 
the indications are, of course, that both 
will become laws, (.’onnsel Coolidge of the 
Boston A Maine i.s deteiinined the Fitch- 
hurg bill shall not be siUc-lruckcd any- 
way. 

After quite a dl.scu.ssion in the House, it 
has oi-dered to a iliird reading the beiiate 
bill to authuiize tlie nietropolitan park 
conimissumcrs to grant locjuions to street 
railway cnniiiatiies. Tlie flonse aitiendf<i 
the bill .sligliily by giving a majority of tlie 
I'uik commissloDers of the cities and towns 
in the district concurrent Jurisdiction wiih 
tlie melr.»politan park board. Tlie imllca- 
lionsare tliat Hie bill will will liimlly be 
signed by the (Jovermir in this form. 

There was a large atiemlunce at tlie, 
tnetling of tlie committee ( ii public charit- 
able institutions on Monday of tliis week, 
wlieii the bill olTeied by Senator Keneiick 
of ralmer to provide tliat tiie receipts and 
expemliiufes of the imsane asylums of tlie 
t’oiimionwealtli slioiild go iliroiigli Hie 
( lllce of the Treasurer of Hie Coniiiion- 
wealth was heard. Hon. Alden S|»eare of 
tile W eslboio Hosjotal trustees ami Hon. 
Albeit ."b. Hai w o. d were among tliose 
liresent. Lduimissioner Harwood was 
soinew liat in doubt as to what altitude tlie 
.biale Board or Insanity would take on 
tills mullet. Us it i.-) evident Hiut in certain 
ways ibe bill IS a ineriuirioiis <me,,altlioiigli 
iluoessetmio inlerlere with the acts ot 
boards of ii usiceslo a considerable degree.

CONTAGIOUS IIOSriTALS. 


The Business Men’s Association of 
Brookline had a discussion of contagious 
hospitals at a meeting last week, which 
conUyno'i many points of interest to New- 
ton, >eflpecially since the fire in one of our 
contagions ward.s. 

The discussion was carried on by two 
'phyitieians, who are on the con^mi tee for 
the construction of new contagious liospi- 
tuls for Brookline, which are of the same 
character as are urgently needed in New- 
ton. The plans have been drawn for the 
buildings in Brookline, and an urgent ef- 
fort is to be made to have the next town 
meeting make a liberal appropriation, be- 
cause the whole community is directly in- 
terested aud protected by such ho.spitals. 

The old-fashionea idea was that any ohl 
building would do for a “pe.st house” to 
.shut out the infected per.sons from the 
world, and the proper way wa< to burn 
them up after use, so as t(» disinfect them. 

The tnodern contagious ho.spitals are 
very different. They serve a double pur- 
pose. First they aim to isolate the inmates 
from all danger of infecting others uitli 
their di.sease, and secondly they wish to 
give them the best of care, such good care^ 
indeed, that private patients will wish to 
go there rather than .stay at their homes 
and endanger, or at least discommode their 
f.imilies. 

It is impos‘ib!e to build these places in a 
compact form and not desirable to have the 
buildings «•! more than otje .story in height. 
They must be spread out tJ» admit plenty of 
sunlight and air, and also to be easy of 
access for patient“, as their liearts are weak 
for some time after an attack of such mala- 
dies and stair climbing would be danger- 

In addition to this there must be a well 
accoutered laundry, for the washing during 
.an eiddemio i.s very large, and also an In- 
cinerator fur the condemned clothes and 
sw ill. The interior of the wards must l>ave 
Ihe most careful attention. The walls 
must be painted and without corners or 
cracks. The floors should be made of a 
substance which is washable, quiet, and 
.varm to the feet. Cork is the best sub- 
Tstance yet fo«ud to fulfill these conditions, 
but it is too expensive, and liard pine, 

' leavlly varnished, is recommended for the 
Braokliue buildings. The heating appara- 
.xiVB must be large and elaborate, as the air 
mast be changed often and then warmed 
rapidly. 'I’he windows must We large and 
reach to the top of the room, the doors 
must have transoms, and extra place fur 
A'eulilatiou must be provided along the 
avails. The most strenuous precautions 
iiiKtit be taken to prevent the collection of 
dust fnuny way, for that gathers millions

A Coward That \Vn 
a Hero. 


There Is no need to mention the name 
of his resimont here. That Is a secret 
that belongs to the army alone. 

Sutlicc It to say that his eomrades 
are proud of his name. 

lie should never have entered the ar- 
my at all, much less a hard riding cav- 
alry regiment which had a reputation 
to sustain by a yearly tribute of broken 
necks and collar bones. 

Ills proper vocation was that of a 
linen draper’s assistant, and he had 
fdled that occupation very satisfacto- 
rily till one evil day he had fallen in 
love with a girl, a silly, shallow girl, at 
whom no practical man or boy would 
have taken a second look.

/Jreams; wherefore It was not long be- 
fore ho oamo Into confliet with his prac- 
tical chief. A few sharp words passed. 
He threw up in three seconds a posi- 
tion It had taken six years of hard, im- 
remitting labor to jittain.

If poor White I'eather was a physical 
coward. lu' was a moral hero. There is 
no «•hanee of a display of feeling in a 
liarraek roAm; so. like the Spartan boy 
of old. In* bnggeil bis trouble to him, 
slipping the iheap little engagemeui 
ring with which he h:id scuLmI his 
troth Into hlk pocket wUIiont a sign bt*- 
yond the twitching of bis white lips, 
’i'ben he lit his pljie with the letter, not 
oi’.t of edltempt, bttt iM'catlse there is 
little prlvaiv aCeiwded in the etirre- 
sjiondenee that comes to the barrack 
room, and a private sohlier is not pro- 
vided with a desk wherein to keep Ids 
faded Mowers and other si'iitimental to- 
kens of the past. 

TTie blew was a very heavy one. for 
White Feather was without the world- 
ly knowledge that should have told 
him long since that he had fixed his af- 
fections upon a vulgar, selfish and 
brainless tlirt. and he still believed in 
her. 

I'or her sake he had h*arned to over- 
come his pliyslenl eowardiee. He had 
dreamed of a possible eommlsslon in 
the dim future and had rejoiced in the 
recently sequired promotion as a step 
toward her. 

For her sake. too. ho received the 
news cheerfully when the word passed 
through the harraeks that the regiment 
was ordered to South .Vfrien to meet 
the Boers. He knew that he was hy 
nature u coward, hut for the memory 
of her he swore on oath to himself to 
do his ilnty without sparing himself In 
the coming fight.

In nil the history of optiinisin there never

It might do so by remaining In 
session practic dly all the lime.by referring 
over to the next general court prauticiilly 
everything onl.Hlde of the Fitchburg and

rea.soiiahle <lato that can bo Mxed. Any 
d.ite e.irlier than tliat would bo at the ex- 
pense of wise legislation, though of course, 
the writer iloes not mean to say that a pro- 
per handling of business for the last three 
months might not have shortened this 
period materially. 

•Mr. Fliatlwlck accomplished a very won- 
derful feat In getting through the bill to 
permit the mayor ami chief of police 
of Newton to summon witnesses la cor- 
tain investigations.

luriiiiig one of Hie strongest Kepublican 
senatorial di.siricts in ilio Commonwealth 
temporarilj into a Democratic strongimld, 
tie is prepared to be snrorised at nothing. 

The Brookline town meeting bill lias 
been referred over to the next general 
court. Senat!»r Kay, in charge of the re- 
port, ntid who Is on the committee which 
considered it, made a few rmiiarks on Frl- 
uuy when this action was taken, but there 
was un particular opposition to such ac- 
tion. It seems almost useless for Brook 
line to persist in her attempt to remain a 
town, when 5 e.ir after year the (lisadvan 
tages of such an effort are so apparent. It 
reminds one of the way Boston iielil on to 
her system of town government nniil she 
became altogether too unwieldy to continue 
ill that .state. 

The Binokline water hill Is still troubling 
the upper branch, it having been laid over 
at the last se.>-sl(<n in order, if possible, for 
some members to discover why* Brookline 
should be given the privilege of Increasing 
her supply at the expense of her sister 
nmniclpaiuies, when she should properly 
be kimlly and '.leremplorai ily invited into 
llie melidpolltaii district When the mutter 
came up the other ilay some one raise<l a 
question as to whether any city had been 
conuielled to go into that district, but that 
was scarcely a fair issue to raise in this 
way. Tlie situation, as everybody knows, 
was desjicrate for Bo.ston and several of 
her sister citie.s at the time the state boanl 
of health snggeste<l taking the Nashnu 
river system. Cambridge, Brookline, Mil- 
ton and Lynn and a few otlier places had 
great coiilideiice in their ability to take 
c ue of themselves, and so either in coiii- 
iiiillee, executive session or when the mat 
ter was pending in debate succeeded in 
exeiiq.'tioi). bo that it is a rather 
fair as.snmption that .something like a 
dtizen municipalities were compelled to go 
into the metropolitan district either by cir- 
cninstanees or througli legislation. Brook- 
line should be compelled to follow suit, 
with all possible respect to Chairman Lang- 
ford and his associates on the water coiii- 
inittee, who seem disposed under certain 
liinitations to permit the pending bill to be 
enacted. 

Governor Crane has dashed the hopes of 
Kepre.*>eiilative Chadwick and the advo- 
cates of the Westminster chambers’ bill by 
a veto. Wliile there are certain ueople dis- 
posed tq work iiidnstrionsly for the pu.ssa,e 
of the measure over 11 is Excellency's ac- 
tion of disapproval.it is not at all likely 
tills will be done. But Mr. Chadwiel: need 
not feel too sorry over this defeat ; he Is 
likely to have plenty of company in di.— 
comlurture during the next month. The 
w riter is nimble to see how Go"ernor Crane 
is to avoid the reputation which he is not 
at all disposed to invite, but which will be 
forced upon him In a large degree: timt of 
liei> g the greatest veto governor since the 
days of Benjainln F. Butler. Be scorns 
the idea that he intends to class the two 
governors together in making this remark. 
hecansK there is notliiiig whatever thur. 
would suggest the dctiiagogue or that would 
suggest tiieatiiciils about Governor Crane. 
Bui the latter is well understood to be the 
kind of man, who, having adopted a cer- 
tain course of action will stick to it, and it 
is only necessary to cimsider the temper 
the presHiit geiieial court and the warnings 
of Ills Excellency to see that a large num- 
ber of vetoes are still due. 

For liislance, a week ago the writer re- 
marked that Sl.MOo.OOO of park ami boule- 
vuid multeis were in the bauds of the com- 
mitteeoii ways and means.

Tlie city of Newtmi and the local gas 
c mipaiiy are at variance bocinse of the 
price of gas and electric lighting in this 
city. Kepre.seniing the liiteicsis of the 
former. Mayor WiLsoii has assumed a po- 
sition iu which all citizens are interested. 

A three-years’ contract between the gas 
company and the city will expire .January 
1st of next year. The [irivilege of roiiowal 
for two years ad<titional on the present 
basis has been declined by Mayor Wilson. 

On tlio other hand, the mayor has de- 
cided to petition the board of gas and 
electric light commissiuners of tlie com- 
monwealth for a public hearing, lu so do- 
ing. the mayor believes ho is taking a step 
iu the Interests of economy which will 
prove a bcnelit to the city, and w hich Its 
residents will greatly appreciate. 

Ill the petition which will be sent to the 
board of gas and electric light commission- 
ers are contained the.se statements : "riidt 
your petitioner conqiluiiis of the price of 
the gas so iiiaiiiifactured, distributed and 
sold by the company in said oity, and that 
the price thereof is ex«jrbitaiit and exces- 
sive; tliat your petitioner complains of the 
price of electricity, so maunfaclured, dis- 
tributed and sold by .•-aid onmpany in said 
city, and tliat the price lUereuf Is exorbi- 
tant and excessive; wherefore your |)cti- 
tioner prays that your honorable board will 
give notice of a public hearing to iour pe- 
titioners and saitl company, and after such 
a hearing will order a rednetiun in the 
price of said gas and said electricity and 
pass such orders amt take such action as 
are necessary tliereto.’’ 

The mayor’s decision is Indorsed by 
many throughout the city. It Is substan- 
tially the begiiiiiiug of a demand fur 81 
gas that citizens are on the point of 
making. 

When Mayor Wilson learned that the 
contract was to expire next .January he 
met the gas company reureseiitatives in 
conference, llepeated interviews availed 
nothing save that the company agreed to 
furnish lighting of uas lamns until 1 a, m. 
and Incandescent lamps until 2 a. m., where 
formerly these lights were extinguished at 
midnight. The price was to remain the 
same, however. 

There are ‘JiHt arc lights, the lighting of 
which costs the city abniit 8lbU each. This 
price should be made lu the mayor's 
opinion. The gas company is nnwilliiig, it 
is said, to make this concession, and tlie 
result has been un appeal by the city to the 
comniisHioners.

A hearing on the matter of better school 
accommodations at Auburndale was one of 
the first matters to be taken up after the 
calling of the board to order about 8 
o’clock. This hearing was particularly 
well attended, the village of Auburndale 
being represented by over fifty of its lead- 
ing citizens. Mr. George M. Kiske was the 
principal speaker. He said the question of 
better school accommodations for Auburn- 
dale was not a new’ one, ami everybody 
agreed with him. .Some three years ago 
the matter first came un and at that time a 
committee of the Auburndale Improve- 
ment Society was chosen to look into 
affairs. At the same time the city was 
carrying on considerable work and it was 
thought Imidvisuble to press the matter of 
a new’ schoolhouse. I.ast year the case 
was discussed before tlie board, ami monev 
was finally appropriated for the enlarge- 
ment of the Williams school building. 
Nothing, however, ever came of it as the 
order was vetoed by .Mayor Wilson. On 
May ‘JP, the citizens ludd a largely attended 
meeting when this question was again dis- 
cussed. The result was the passage of a 
series of resolutions in favor of having 
constructed at once a school building to 
contain not lc.s.s than six ro<ims and a hall. 
Mr. Kiske closed liis remarks hy reailiug a 
letter from Snperlntemleut of Schools A. 
Jl. Filield, Imlor.xing the re.soIuti(.ns ami 
stating that there was un imperative need 
of a new school building. 

Mr. E, E. Ilaidy .said that he did not 
wish to go into details and slatistic.s as he 
had placed them before the board at the 
previous hearing. TIumo was a great need 
fur schmd accommodation at Auburndale 
and this fall the scliuol board would have 
t«) Uhk for an appropriation for filling up 
several schoolrooms, lie did not thin’ic it 
advisable to fit up any rooms in the attic of 
the old A.sh .street school as liad been pro- 
posed and .shonhl oppo.se any such plan.

Fire alarm box .HA, more than half a mile 
slistant. was sounded, hut owing to inis- 
slirections the appariitas was mucli lielared 
in reucking tlie burning structure. T'his 
Diet wa»' undoubtedly responsible for the 
great headway which the blaze gained. 

IT reiiiple street was a cliinh partuxiUirly 
st-vere on the ilepartnieiit horse.s. 'The 
altitiKle was also responsible for the lacks>f 
water jrres.oue. 

The cause of the fire is tlKiught to he the 
carelessness of feainters who were at 
work ou the exterior of tlie house and (iu- 
gaged ill removing paint with the aid of 
alcohol lumps. Ttie Sprague family, who 
occnoy the house, ate at present absent 
from the city.

THE CONGRESSIONAL CONTEST. 

Mr. Fred II. Williams of Brookline 
publicly announces his candidacy for the 
Republican nomination in the 11th Con- 
gressional District. Early in the year there 
•were several names mentioned as probable 
candidates for this nomination — among 
them being ex-Mayor Curtis and lion. W. 
W. Davis of Boston, lion. William II. 
Cook of Milford, Hon. Frank W. Darling 
of Hyde Park, and Colonel Edwin V. 
Mitchell of MedGeld. We understand that 
all of these gentlemen have withdrawn 
from the contest, and so far as can be as- 
certained now acquiesce in the nomination 
of Mr. Powers, the Newton candidate^ 
There can be no question but that there is 
a very general sentiment among the repre- 
sentative Republicans of this district in 
favor of giving the nomination to a Newton 
man this year. They recognize the fact 
that Newton is the only city located en- 
tirely within the limits of the district, that 
the Republicans of this city have always 
given lojal support to and substantial ma- 
jorities ,for the party ticket in the years 
gone by, and that it has been a very lung 
period since the Congressional candidate 
was named from Newton. There is no lo- 
cality in the entire district that would be 
more likely to recogoize this sentiment 
than the town of Brookline. Congressman 
Sprague, who has represented us at Wu.sh 
iugton .during the past four year.-^, is a 
citizen of Brookline, and his first nomina- 
tion, in IS'.XJ, was greatly a.s.sisted by the 
withdrawal of ex-Mayor Cobb from the 
contest in the interest of the Brookline 
candidate. The nomination of Mr. Cand- 
ler of Brookline, in was brought abinU 
in the convention by Nekton delegates 
who hud been origiuially pledged to the 
support of Levi C. Wade and Samuel L. 
Power.s, and who after a few ballots threw 
their votes for the Brookline candidate and 
uiade his nomination possible. Mr. Cand- 
ler will no doubt cordially bear evidence 
to Itbe loyal support given him in a very 
close contest by both .Mr. Powers and Mr. 
Wade on the stump, .and by the Newton 
voters on election day. If we mistake not 
Brookline has had the Congressman 1(5 
years out of the last 550, and that during 
that period not less than four of her dis- 
tinguished citizens have represented the 
district in Congress. During the past 12 
years the Republican nomination has nut 
been outside of Brookline except when it 
was given to General Draper in is;>2 and 
Ih'Jl ; in other words, from 18H« to I'.KK) — 12 
years — a Brookline citizen has represented 
us in Congress eight years, or two-thirds of 
the entire i>eri<Kl. Under these circum- 
stances we are not ready to believe that 
the Republicans of Brookline will urge the 
Tiomlnution of a Brookline candidate in 
the coming convention. While it is true 
that no particular locality is entitled to the 
nomination, nevertbless it is fair to assume 
that there lure men in all parts of the dis- 
trict able and worthy to represent the 
(•eople in Congress. .More than that, there 
has been a somew liat well .settled policy in 
Massachusetts to recognize locality in the

It may be bad 
for .absent minded new.«paper men, bu^ 
there have been no complaints to speak of 
and certainly the transfer privileges in 
Newton are generous enough to .satisfy 
mo.st any one. It is possible to ride thir- 
teen miles on one fare If one iseconomiealb' 
inclined and has the time. The Herald 
writer thought a man should be stationed 
at this crossing to give out transfers, as the 
West Endjdoes at Dudley street where they 
have several cars a minute, but in Newton 
the cars run on twenty minute time most of 
the year, and the ticket man’s salary would 
take all the net profits nine months in every 
year.

The eye of prnetlcnlly every iiieinber of 
the (Jeneral Court is now focusing «»n pro- 
volution tiny, but some members are app ar- 
ently uear-siuhteil, for InstHiice, Speaker 
Myers, w ho thinks it is to come on Satur- 
<iay next, ami otliers win* lo(»k for It 
next Tue-day nluht. A more probable 
date is two weeks from tuday, nithonnh 
the sessions may be prolonj:ed a day or two 
nK*ie. 

The Boston A Albany lease bill has had 
two stapes of debate In the Senate ami 
pone to the House. As the writer intima- 
ted. it has had very siipht opimsllion in 
that body, most of the time beinp taken up 
with discussions on amendments. New- 
ton’s representative, Senat<»r Bay, made 
several Impassioneil speeches in opposition 
to the bill, claiming it to be iuiquitou.s, but 
admitted in his first speech tliat lie had no 
hope of defeating it. Meanwhile, the de- 
bates on the Fitchburg lease are going on 
in the House. An Interestlnp phase of the 
hitter measure has to do with tlie arrange- 
ment whereby the Commonwealth sells 
her common stock holdings in tiie Fitch- 
burg to the Boston A Maine Ihiilroad, in 
exchange for S.'',<X,H),(X'<t wortli of bonds at 
three per cent, interest. 

Tliere is a law ui>on the statute lKu»k in 
relation to the school fund of the iitate, 
which makes it a deposlt<»ry for all such 
.securities us this S.*).di»0,tXK), which is coming 
from the Fitchburg stock sale. The read- 
ers of the Gkapuic can readily see that 
Newton is very much lntereste<l. or should 
be, in having this lease bill go through, as 
the addition of $.'',000,000 to the school 
fund means a long stride towards settle- 
ment of the vexed ‘’mill tax” problem. 
The ostensible reason for anybody advoca- 
ting the mill tux bill is that more money is 
needed for the small towns of the Com- 
monwealth, so as to make it possible to 
have each child in a small community re- 
ceive us good an education as the children 
in the larger and richer towns. For a num- 
ber of years the Massachusetts school fund 
has been growing, its purpose being to give 
tins very aid to the poorer communities. 

If it were only large enough there would 
be no occasion to lay a direct tax of one 
mill, or a half mill, upon the property of 
the Cominonweahh for educational pur- 
poses. The argument has been that the 
addition of $100,000 annually to this fund 
did not increase it fast enough. But here 
in the transfer of $5,000,000 we have at one 
jump an addition to the fund equal to the 
natural growth of a half century, aud 
therefore it can be seen of what great ad- 
vantage it is to the schools of the State 
that this bill should go through. But it 
should be added that even this sudden ac- 
quisition of funds will not satisfy a certain 
class of taxationists, who believe that the 
theory of general taxation for the benefit 
of schools everywhere is correct, regardless 
of the question as to whether it is needed 
or not. These are the same people, of 
course, who advocate a direct inheritance 
tax to be divided back upon the basis of 
population, and no facts will change their 
views on the situation probably. For the 
present the school fuud only has the use 
of the income from the Fitchburg bonds, 
but the ettect is the same. 

The writer has been highly complimented 
by Kepresentative Chadwick for the aid he 
rendered the bill in relation to hearings 
given by the mayor and chief of police of 
Newton, which went through thebenaie as 
if it were greased, late last wtek. It was 
stated in this correspondence a week ago 
that it miglu be expected that Senator Buy 
wouhl push it along, ami he did so with 
his usual facility. 'J'he Senator is to be 
congratulated; so is Bepresentailve Chad- 
wick ; and so, 1 presume, is the city of 
JS'ewton. But the theory of that bill is 
wrong, just the i-aine, though in it.s appli- 
cation to the excellent police force of your 
city it may do no hunii. 

Another point has been .scored by Repre- 
sentative Langford, who has secured the 
substitution of a bill for an adverse report, 
which laid upon the table of the House 
lour or live moiitli.s. This is the bill on 
petition of the ll>de Bark Water Company 
relative to the abolition of giade crossings. 

Ic adds to section 5 of the general grade 
crossing act these wonis: ‘provided, how- 
ever, that all expense resulting from the 
necessary relocating or clianglngof streams 
aud water course.s forming the natural 
drainage channels of tlie territory in wliicli 
alterations of grades are authorizad, also of 
sewers, drains and pipes therein, shall be 
a part of the actual ci»st of the alterations, 

. . . and said expense shall bo primarily 
paid by tlie city or tow n.” 

it was pointed out in this corre.spondeiico 
l^rjiuetime ago that tlie circumstances lead- 
ing to this bill were that in the grade cross- 
ing separation on the Rrovideiice Division 
of tlie New Haven road certain expenses 
were put into the general bill of costs in 
Dedham that were not put in in Hyde 
I'urk ; but it may l*e added that if this bill 
goes through and Newton has her grade 
crossing on the southern side separated, 
she is likely to find out that because of tills 
purticuhir legislation she will be saved 
over $100,000. If this turns out to be true, 
it cun never be said lliut -Mr. Langford did 
not earn his salary •luring his this year's 
service on Beacon Hill. 

The Ways and Means coiiiiiiittee has re- 
ported on iiiosttif tile measures which liavo 
been in its liamls fur so long, and, as w ua 
expected, timsl of the reports were in fav<»r 
«»f reference to the next (ieiieral Court. A 
lew are still to come in. Tlie bill relative 
to tlie expenses (.f insane hosultuls ami 
asyluiii.s, w hich was so w armly opposed by 
Hon. Aldeii Speaie and other trustees «,f 
sucli institutions, bus taken all its readings 
ill tile .Senate and gone to the House, it Is 
likely to be some days before it is reported 
from the ways and means committee of 
that body. 

I’lie .‘senate Ways and Means cotiiiiiitlee 
gives a hearing today on tlie gypsy moth 
appropriation, wliich niay be fav«jralily re- 
ported ami may not. 'I'tie iiiotlis uie (iUt in 
force in tlie Middlesex Fells and elsew liere, 
ami but little lieadwuy can be made against 
them this year, except in the way of pre- 
veiitiug damage another. The siiuutton 
is giociiijy for ino.se w iDi liifeste<l trees, but | 
tills Heueral Court has a theory wliich no 
evidence will sliake.

ill llio Itiwer corridor of tlie old Cbifiin 
sebotd building, in whicii tlie boar'I holds 
its se.ssloiis, 'Pile beat wa.s excessive, and 
the delegation member.s were driven to the 
sidewalk, where they remained until in- 
vited to the boanl cliamber at 9.15. 

’1 lie bearing was also conducted In execu- 
tive session. All that the delegation did 
was to express Itself as firmly cfinvinced of 
Miss Crookei ’s ability and efllciency, and 
also lamenting her possible retirement. 
Having sahl this the vislDirs from Upper 
Falls were excnse<l, ami the board con- 
tinued Its transaction of business still ro- 
iiiaining in executive session. 

There were several appointments to be 
considered, among them the re-election of 
JSnpt. of Schools Fitleld, which was uiianl- 
iiiously carried. 

It was not until after 11 that the report- 
ers were able to secure any information re- 
garding the board’s action relative to the 
Crooker case. Phe secretary of the board 
declined to talk, having receive*! liistiuc- 
tlons to that elVect. 

Chairman F. 'P. Benner of the board said, 
however, that Miss Crooker ha*! not been 
reappolntetl. Farther than this he would 
not talk about the subject, 

IN OPEN SESSION. 

Mr. Bacon of Waban urged the need of a 
kindergarten In his village. 'ITiere would 
be no expense, be ileclared, as the city 
g*)vernmeiit had alrea*ly provided for tlie 
furiiisblng of two additional rooms iii the 
Waban building. 

Mr. Dewey, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, ami always careful that everything 
pertaining in any way to lliat committee is 
caretully scrutinizml.siiid he believed there 
wa.s ecbiiically an expense. 'ITiis be eon- 
.*»idered to be the appoiiitmeiit of a teacher, 
(-’ontiimlng, Mr. Dewey said, *‘As for kin- 
dergartens 1 never Imd any use for them. 
Tliey are an on ragfl on the commiiiiity. 
They are notliing but day nurseries and a 
place to amuse cliildren. We keep tliem as 
clean as we can, and out of mischief. 'Phere 
is no hurry about tliis matter. Tlie people 
of Waban can wail sixty days until Hie 
tiiiance committee consnlers tlie subject, 
and if I ba'l my way they would be always 
waiting.” 

Further consideration of the order e.^- 
tablisbing tlie Waban kiiidergarteii re.sult- 
ed ill its adoption and Amy Harding Nye 
was appointed kimlergariener. 

( >11 recommendation of the committee on 
sclioolhouses it was decided tliat the board 
imlorse the action of tiie city government 
in tlie purchase of land between Hammond 
street and Manet road. Chestnut Hill, for 
the purposes of erecting a school building. 
It was shown that there were a number of 
pupils in tlie Cliestnut Hill district for 
whom it was necessary to provide accom- 
modations. 

It was voted to request the city govern- 
ment to provide accommodations fur tlie 
surplus ot pupils in the Williams scliool 
district at .AiiDnriidale. Mr. Hardy of the 
Ward 4 committee said tlie overcniwded 
condition demanded it and told of a vacant 
house and a newly erected barn winch he 
tliongbt c«)ulil bo secured. 

Tlie superintendent was authorized to 
cotisi<ler llio matter of employing the aid of 
a public school inspector whose duties 
would be to impiiie into tlie ability and 
etlicieiicy of tlie teachers of tlie Newton 
schools. 

'Pile superintendent was also authorized 
to investigate wliiit efiect, pliy.sicul and 
otherwise, iiiterscliolasiic atliletlcs lia<l 
upon impils. .Mr (iorliain •>! Ward3wlio 
inlrodnced Hie or*ler, sai*l lie had coiisniled 
witli a friend of his wlio was engaged in 
teacliliig pliysical culture and Hiat Hie lat- 
ter lohl liin* that iraiiiiiig .such as pre- 
sciibed by Hanlon ami other profes.sioiials, 
liad a severe elfect on Hie pupils and tliat 
tliey were ’’burnt out” ami unable to give 
proper attention to tlieir studies. 

It was also voted t*) liave the school 
census taken in accordance wiili a provi- 
sion •»! the public statutes. The sum of

Last .lamiary Hie boar*l authorized the 
.snneriiileiidoiit I*) employ assistance in bis 
olllce from February Ist to .Inly Isl I'KXi at 
an expense not exceeding S7 per week. 
Til is arrangement lias been so satisfactory 
to all parties that it seems •lesirable that it 
slnnibl be c*mHn'i***l from ^epi. 1st, Hhm), 
until .Ian. 1st, 1901, when it seems to me 
very possible that wo con hi secure an ap- 
propriathm on oiir salary list for the pur- 
pose. I wonlil therefore, respectfully re- 
quest that the b*»anl take such action in 
this matter as it sliall deetn warranted.
